London, Sept. 24. Yefterday arriv’d the Mail from 


Holland of Friday laft, that of the Tuefday before - 


is not yet come in. 


From the Harlem Courant, Dated Sept. 28. 


Rom the Camp before Venlo, Sept. 24. Laft 


Night at 12 a Clock the Capitulation was 
fign’d for the Surrender of Venlo, on the 
following Articles. 


I. The Count de Varo Governour, Monfieur de 
la Badie Major General and Commander cf the 
French Troops, the Brigadiers Courteen c. and 
in general the whole Garrifon both Foot and Horfe 
jhall march out with their Familys, and Servants, 
and all their Effects, 

Il. The Curate and all the Ecclefiaftical Perfons 
of both Sexes, fhall corinne in their Cloyfters 
with all that belongs to them, unlefs they defirey to 
depart, which fhall be permitted them with: all that 
is theirs. ‘ 

IIE. The Foor fhall march out through the Breach 
or the Cologne Gate, with two Pieces of Cannon 


carrying Balls of 6 pounds but if there be none 
fo {mall in the place, then they fhall have two 12 


pounders: and Horfes fhall be provided’ to draw 
them. 
IV. They thall be provided with Boats to carry 
the Sick and Wounded, and: the Baggage to Ant- 
werp ; and 100 Waggons, or as many as can be 


had, to Carry the Baggage and Provifions which the 


Garrifon may have occafion for in their March. 

V. The Garrifon fhall be conducted thro’ ‘Liege, 
and the Spanith Gelderland, the neareft way to Ant- 
werp, viz. the 25th of “eo from Venlo to Helden, 
the 26th to Neerwert, the 27th to Hamont, the 
28th to Mote and Baal, where they may reft for a 


day if they will, the 3oth to Herentals, the 1ft of * 


O&. to Lier, the 2d to Antwerp. 

VI. The Prifoners taken on each fide in the At- 
tack of the City to be exchang’d ranfom free. But 
as for the Governor and other Officers taken in Fort 
St. Michael, they are to remain Prifoners of War. 

VII. The Wounded that are not fit’ to Travel 
fhall remain in the Hofpitals of the Town, and be 
allow’d Chirurgeons and Medicines, at their own 
Expence, And when they are cured fhall be fent to 
their re{pective Garrifons. 

VIII. The Women, Widows, Children, and Ser- 
vants of the Officers and Soldiers of the Garrifon, 
may tarry within or without the City, where their 
Houfes and Goods are, that they may difpofe of the 
fame, without any Moleftation to their Perfons or 
Effects, after the Garrifon is gone out. 

IX. As long: as they ftay in .the City or in the 
Country about it, they fhall enjoy the fame Privi- 
leges as the other Inhabitants. 

X. Thofe of the Garrifon that have any Eftate, 
or Goods Moveable of immoveable, within the Di- 
ftrict of the City, fhall have two Months allow’d 
them to difpofe of the fame. 

XI. The Officers and others fhall give good Se- 
curity for the Payment of their Debts, and the In- 
tendant fhall do the like for what Debts he has con- 
tracted for the Publick Service ; but they fhall not 
be derain’d for them. 


XII. The Receivers,and Commiffaries of Provifions 
and Forrage » fhall not be chargeable on any Pre- 
tence, with the Impofitions laid on the Country for 
Money, Hay, and Oats. 

XIII. While the Garrifon is getting ready to 
march out, and when they are marching out, No 
Officer or Soldier of the Befiegers thall fie out of 
their Works to come near them, except thofe that 
fhall have leave in writing from the Prince of 
Naffau. . 

XIV. If any of the Citizens be found’ to 
have formerly ferv’d the Allies, they fhall not be 
call’'d in Queftion for it, Provided they were fetled in 
the Town before it was invefted. 


XV. The City fhall not be pillag’d nor treated ill, 


and the Inhabitants fhall enjoy all their Rights and 


Cuftoms as formerly. 

XVI. The Magiftrates thall difpofe of the Reve- 
nues of the City, for the ufe and profit of the 
fame, as they us’d to do. 

XVII. The Citizens and Inhabitants of all Con- 
ditions fhall have the fult liberty of their Perfons 
and Goods, without the leaft Moleftation. 

XVII. The Church of St. George fhall be grant- 
ed to thofe of the Reform’d Religion for their Pub- 
lick “Worfhip.. 

XIX. The Inhabitants fhall ‘be maintain’d in 
the free and open Exercife of the Romifh Religion 
in all the other Churches.,§ 

XX. As for the quartering of the Officers and 
Soldiers, it’ fhall.be fetled with the Magiftrate. 

‘XXII. The Taxes ‘and Affefsments on the City to 
be likewife fetled with the Magiftrate.. 

XXII. As for the demand of the Head Officer of 
the Town’s continuing in his Office according to 
the Contract berween the King and him, The Town 
being furrendred, all Offices fhall be difpos'd of as the 
new Mafters of it fhall think fit; The other Of- 
ficers of the King’s Revenue may ftay in the Town 
with the fame Frecdom as the reft of the Inhabi- 
tants, or, retire within’'6 Months with their Goods 
and private Papers. 

XXIII and XXIV. The Befiegers do likewife re- 
ferve to themfelves the power of continuing the pre- 
fent Officets of the Town in their Employments, 
or not. But however they will have a favourable 
regard to them. 

XXV. The Farmers of the King’s Revenues and 
of the publick Offices, fhall hold them till they are 
reimburs'd. 

XXVI, The Rents and Debts that are due from 
the City fhall be paid by the ite aon of the City. 

XXVII. All thar the Magiftrates have hitherto 
tranfacted in the Affairs of the City fhall be Va- 
lid, patticularly the Accounts that have already and 
that remain to be given in by the Receiver of the 
City. 

XXVIII. The Cologne Gate fhall be deliver’d 
up before the next Sun-fet, into the Hands of fuch 
a fufficient Guard as his Hignefs fhall appoint, and 
the Garrifon fhall march out on the 2§th, at 9 if 
the Morning. . 

XXIX. Hoftages fhall be given on both fides for 
the performance of thefe Articles; 


XXX. There 
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XXX. There thall be a Convoy to conduct the 
Garrifon and Baggage to Antwerp, and the Com- 
miffarys of the Artillery Provifions and Amunition, 
fhall deliver the Magazines to the Officers > aed 
ed by the Befiegers, and give exact Lifts of what 
is in them, and fhall alfo difcover all the Mines.

London, Sept. 24. By Letters’ that arriv’d yefter- 
day from the Army under my Lord Marlborow th 
encamp'd at Soutendael, Dated Sept. 25. N.S. “Tis 
advis'd, That on the 22d in the Evening the Army 
was drawn out, and a Triple Difcharge of Cannon 
and Small-fhot made for the taking of Landau. 
On the 23d Count Noyelles a Brigadier was detach’d 
with 12 Squadrons of Horfe to inveft Stevenfwart,and 
yefterday the Count de Noyelles General of the Foot 
march’d with 9 Battalions of Foot to befiege that 
place in form: The Earl of Orkney Major General 
will command under him, and the Direction of the 
Siege will be given to Major General Gore as Ingi- 
neer. The Forces that ferv’d before Venlo are to 
attack Ruremond, Tongeren, Haffelt, and St. Tron, 
are fortifying by the French, to preferve their Com- 
munication at bes Liege and Brabant. 

From the Camp at Soutendael, Sept. 28.. Yefterday 
the Cannon and Mortars arriv’d before Stevenf{waert 
from Maeftricht. The Forces appointed for that 
Siege are raifing their Batterys, there are 500 Men 
in Garrifon, and 36 Great Guns in the place, which 
is well provided but wants Gunners. The Artille- 
ry is brought up the Maes and landed at Ruremond, 
the Trenches will be open’d before that Town in a 
day or two. The French work hard to fortifie 
Tongeren ftrong enough to defend it felf in. the 
Winter. Yefterday Marfhal Boufflers and the Duke 
de Maine went to Liege to view that Town and 
Ciradel,and return’d to their Army in the Afternoon. 
‘The French continue in their former Camp. . 

They write from Italy that Guaftalla 1s yielded 
to the French by Capitulation, that Count Solari 
with 1500 Men march’d out of it on the roth to 
be conducted to Trent, and that they are oblig’d 
not to ferve again in Italy rill the 1ft of April. That 
Prince Eugene went out of his Trenches to draw 
the French to another Battel, but they kept within 
their Works; and that he is reinforced by 3 or 4000 
Men. From Germany, Thatin the Diet at Ratisbon 
it was refolv’d on the 19th Inft. by a Majority to 
declare War againft France. That the Elector of 
Bavaria has taken fome other places fince Ulm. 
That Marfhal Catinat is near Strasbourg , and that 
Prince Lewis of Baden is advanc’d with 15000 
Men beyond Croon Weyffenburg. 

Thomas Winford Efg; Second Prothonotary of 
the Court of Common-pleas is dead, his place is faid 
to be worth 6000 /. and to be in the difpofal of the 
Earl of Lichfield.
